Inventions in this relationship 
are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because (unlike the subcombination as claimed), the 
combination as claimed does not require, for example, a plurality of turbulator plates interleaved between 
a plurality of plate pairs. The subcombination has separate utility such as in any high pressure fluid 
system, such as a high pressure chemical processing system requiring heating or cooling of the reactants. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Also, because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
